British Statement 
at Ottawa — 


STRIKING ANALYSIS 


. London, July 28. 

.. The United Kingdom delega- 
tion at Ottawa has presented to 
Mr, R. B. Bennett, as President 
of the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference, a supplementary state- 
ment containing “trade, figures 
the Do- 
minions and India, with observa- 
tions thereon which it is hopéd 
will assist the work of the Con- 
ference. | 


The statement contains a sta- 
tistical table which shows how 
preference for Empire products 
has been inereased by the recent 
tari legislation and points out 
that the proportion of Dominion 
exports still enjoying free entry 
in some casex exeeeds 90 per cent. 
and only falls appreciably below 
in the case of British India. The’ 
fnect that 37 per cent. of the im- 
ports from India are dutiable is 
accounted for by the duty on tea, 
on which Indin enjoys “a very 
valuable preference. 


A CONTRAST. 


By way of contrast, since Uri- 
tnin's change of fiseal policy only 
30 per cent, of her forcign  {m- 
ports are admitted free. In the 
caxe of imports from the United 
Kingdom into the four principal 
Dominions, there is to-day prac- 
tically no free entry, and duty 
or ‘tax is charged on almost all 
goods. The preference accorded 
by the United Kingdom ig in\ the 
form of total remission of duties 
payable by foreign goods, 


A further table in the statement 
shows that the visible trade 
balance in favour: of: the -Do- 
minions is nearly  £100,000,000, 
and that durjng 1930 imports into 
the’ Dominions from foreign coun- 
tries were nearly £360,000,000.

The queen of spades vas 
then Ied by declarer, picking up 
the nine of spades - in the East 
hand. Declarer now led a small 
diamond, winning in the dummy 
with the ace, and Jed the jack of 
clubs from dummy, taking the 
finesse and thereby winning all of 
the rest of the tricks. This gives 
him four odd. 


If he had ineorrectly led to his 
ace of diamonds and tuken the 
spade finesse, contract would 
have been defeated several tricks.

AT ASSUAN

Tho death occurred to-day of 
Sir Willjam Willcocks, colebrated 
irrigation ongineor—Reuter. 

Sir William Willeocks was born 
in India in 1862 and was educated 
at Roorkee Colleye there. From 
1872. to 1888 ho was engaged in 
the Indian Public Works Depart- 
ment, in which he obtained varied 
experience in ejvil engineering. 

In 1883 he ‘transferred to the 
Egyptian Public Works Depart- 
ment. His most notable: achiove- 
ment there waa tho designing and 
Construction of the Nilo dam at 
Assuan for the irrigation of the 
adjacent regions. For this he 
was awarded the C.M.G. in 1898 
ane was knighted (K-C.M.G.) in 


His most important undertaking. 
however,-was the irrigation of 
Mesopotamia which was begun in 
1911. The area dealt with waa 
3.600.000 acres and the estimated 
rost £26,195,0009 

His long sojourn in the East 
had led him to prefer life there 
to braving the climate of England 
and after his retirement he lived 
‘'t Calro. In 1921, he was tried 
‘efore the Supreme Consular 
Court of Egypt on a charge of sedi- 
Von and criminal Hbel in respect of 
ttatements which he had made im- 
‘pugning the trustworthiness of the 
data concerning the Nile irriga- 
‘ion published by Sir Murdoch 
MacDonald, adviser of the Egyp- 
‘fan Ministry of Public Works, He 
‘vas bound over to be of good be- 
Navionr for a year. 

At Cairo he visited the hospital 
‘very day and gave a course of 
“oue treatment tothe patients. 
‘Te also.spent much time in trans. 
‘ating the Rible and other hooks 
‘nto colloquial [gyptian-Arabic. 
“uring recent years he gave away 
‘housands of his translations and 
‘blished books on elementary 
Soue-ism, 

Among his works are “Pyyptian 
“rrigation” C89), “The Irrigation 
‘f  Mesopntrmin” (1905) sand 
“From the Garden-of Kden to the 
“rossing of the Jordan” (1918).

HEALTH MATTERS 


Proposals of the utmost im- 
portance have been put forward by 
the Hon, Dr. Wellington fer the 
"yeorganisation of the wedi-nt and 
sanitary services of the Colony, 
The need for reform has long beer, 
apparent. There has been far too 
much overlapping of authority and 
“yesponsibility betiveen the two De- 
"partments. If. Dr. Wellington's 
Scheme is put inta effect, the result, 
Speaking: generally, should be all to 
-the good. Opinions may differ on 
| fome aspects of the report, but, in 
te main, the recommendations 
would appear te be very soundly 
At the moment, we do not 
intend touching more than one as- 
pect of the question, namely, the 
Suggested continuance of the prac- 
tiee of having a Cadet Officer. as 
Tend of the Sanitary Department. 

In. most up-to-date cities, as Dr. 
Wellington. points out, the head of 
the sanitary — services iy the 
Municipal Engineer, a qualified 
echnien! man, Sut here in Hong- 
konge, becnuse-of the desire on the 
tpart of certain Chinese for a 
buffer to be interposed between 
them and the professional 
hygienist, it Jig recommended that 
until public opinion has become 
more -eduented ‘on matters of 
hygiene and sanitation, the * post 
should continue to be held by a 
Cadet Oflicer, who is a Chinese 
scholar. Jere we encounter the old 
question of “Chinese Ausceptibili- 
ties.” To be perfectly frank, we 
yeannot help feeling it is high time 
‘the Colony wenned Itself from this 
idea of taking care not totoffend 
ecrtain sections of the community. 
A8 we sce the matter, the public 
will only beeomo enlightened on 
health questions by being required 
to conform to certain fixed 
standards. The idea that the 
nuthorities must be-careful to KO 
slowly and not to upset certain 
sections of the community py re- 
forms which may bo considered too 
drastic, ia one which should bo

of no other sphere of Government 
activity in which there is greater 
need for a technical man to be in 
charge. . 

The mere fact that a Government 
official is a Cadet and a Chinese 
ucholar ig of itself no guaranteo of 
his fitness to act as Head of the 
Sanitary Department. Experience 
has again and again shown that 
such officers have no practical 
Knowledge of the subjects with 
which the Department deals. In 
‘the circumstances, they are, at the 
most, mere figure-henads. If {t 
comes to a question of tactfulnesg 
in relation to the Chinese com- 
munity, there is no ground what- 
ever for thinking. that a Cadet 
Officer is more likely to regard tho 
niceties of a‘situntion than an ex- 
pert sanitarian would.

A capitalistic State bringing

telling of France's Problem of 
supporting 1,600,000 state func. 
tionaries. M. Louis Forest, in an 
able-tract on the subject, points 
out that with these employees the 
kovernment, its departments apd 
the communes require 85,000,000 
franes a yenr for their upkeep, 
This in turn’ means that each 
min, woman and child pays more 
than 2,000 franes a Year. Con- 
tinuing this deduction, M. Forest 
states that on this basis the tax- 
payers work one day out of every 
three for the Stale--in the United 
States, necording — to figures re- 
cently quoted by President Hoo- 
ver, itis one day out of every six 
sand that if the present trend 
continues, each inhabitant. will 
soon have to work every other 
day for the State. Carrying this 
idea to its conclusion, it is not 
impossible that’ sooner or later 
everyone might be working every 
day for'the State. Thus through 
the creation of more’ and more 
State jobs, the State would have 
to take over the functions of pri- 
vate business: and in the end 
would find itself running every- 
thing and paying each inhabitant 
a daily wage. Such a State 
would have inherent problems, To 
denl with the flimsiest, with all 
the voters employees of the Kov- 
ernment, politicians refusing to 
grant the destred hours ‘and pay 
to government employees probably 
would soon be out of office.

Thrilling Rescue of Film Actors 

: in Channel. 
Six actors narrowly escaped death 
by enneting svenes for “Men Like 
Theset” (which will be sereened on 
Sunday at the Queen's Theatre) at 
Portsmouth, and only a timely Tesgye 
averted a tragedy. . 
This. film was made for B.1.P. by 
Walter Summers, with the elure c¢o- 
operation of the Admiralty, and the 
xeene in question was to depict the 
crew of a sunken submarine coming 
to the surface after _excaping. by 
means of the Davis Life Saving Ap- 
prratus. a 
For obvious reasons it wax not 
possible to release the actors from a 
submerged submarine, for it would 
entail the flooding and possible des- 
truction of the vessel Summers 
thercfore overcame the difficulty by 
sinking a heavy weight to the ocean 
bed ta which was fastened o long 
rope, this in turn was supported a 
few feet beneath the surface by a 
hawser stretched between two buoys 
out of camera range. 
To test the eMcacy of the scheme, 
Summers, .wearing the apparatus, 
descended the rope, polling himself 
down its length until some twenty 
fect below. On rising above the 
water he declared thut the descent 
and ascent were both simple and 
‘safe, and instructed the actors in 
‘what order they should descend and 
at what intervals they should rise. 
The production unit wax accompanied 
,by a submarine flotilla and an escort, 
“The Aleeto” from which . filming 
operations were directed. With the 
camera all set, the actors, with the 
life-saving apparatus attached — tnd 
tented, descended into the depths. 
One member of the crew, Wang 
Wong, a Chinese, got his foot in the 
rope and found himself entangled. 
Forgetful of his perilous position, he 
removed the mouthpiece of the ap- 
paratus to call to the actor above. 
Immediately the water rushed into 
the apparatus and filled it, and the 
additional weight inereused Wong's 
difficulty. Sydney Seaward, however, 
reached down and dragged the Chin- 
ese up to the surface in a distressed 
condition. -Senward, unable to sup- 

ort Wong and his own weight, was 
himself in danger until rescued by a 
boat. The onlockers were fearful 
. for those beneath the surface, for 
there was a likelihood: that they 
would rise and crash their heads on 
the keel of ‘the bout, but the un- 
bearable suspense was relieved when 
they remained until signalled. 2 

Once more-the actors were released 
and the descent made, Without a 
hitch the scene was filmed and all 
six men came to the surface in safe- 
ty. But with the passing of time, 
occasioned over the delay of Wong's 
rescue—the tide had turned and 
gradually, without attracting the 
company's attention, a swift current 
had swept up_nnd the race — seized 
the actors and carried them out to 

In accordance with the film 
story a whaler put out from “The 
Aleeto” to the rescue but the actors 
were being carried out hither — and 
thither and while one was being bnul- 
ed aboard the other five wero drift- 
ing hundreds of yards apart. Though 
all could swim they were hampered 
by tho weight of their apparatus and 
clothing for ‘all were fully dressed 
with cumbersome sea boots to make 
mattera worse. : eR Ty

The genoral scheme of iuterlor 
decoration Is mainly superimposed 
panels in plaster, and semi-rough 
plastic walls, which is apparently 
the trend of treatment for humid 
climates such a8 experienced in 
Hongkong. The colouring gencral- 
ly is of soft beiges, fawns and light 
browns. A particularly pleading 
light fawn effect meets the  cye, 
and the darker shndes predominate 
the relief plastic. mouldings and 
fancy work. 

The walls are finished in a soft 
brown, superimposed by silver, and 
the proscenium is somewhat plain 
compared to the balance of the 
theatre, being cast -in the now 
familiar three to four straight line 
pillars, sloping screenwards. ‘The 
top plaster ornaments are in 
various thicknesses, throwing the 
whole of the frame forward. Colour 
is not in abundance here, as is 
usual with proscenium arches. 


Lighting Effects, 


The lighting effects are both 
pleasing and novel. Concealed 
electric bulbs behind cone shaped 
globes throw a soft light over the 
auditorium, while high up in the 
lofty ceiling concealed lights assist 
in the general ilfumination. 

The dress circle is elongated and 
is an.improvement, being greater 
in slope towards the back of the 
theatre, allowing more sir space 
in the stall below. The seating 
capacity of both stalls and dress 
circle, incidentally, is greater than 
any other theatre in the Colony. 
Several exits are provided from the 
dress circle, and the main entrance 
is by two wide stairways, thickly 
earpeted, leadjng up from the 
lounge room and lobby below. A 
small cafe, lending into the dress 
circle lounge, is a2 weleome innova- 
tion in motion picture theatrical 
design, and should prove popular. 

Seatingg aceommodation in the 
stalls and dress circle is ‘liberal, 
and although the seats have the 
familiar wooden “hot . weather” 
appearance so noticeable with local 
theatres, they are in reality most 
comfortable. 

The lofty ceiling is aquared off 
and finished in a tasteful light 
beige, the relief ornaments being 
picked ‘out in  véirious colours. 
Ventilation is more than adequate, 
and the cooling system is provided 
by innumerable fans. 


Sedate Appearance, 


The small entrance and the 
marble floors give the theatre more 
of a sedate and solid appearance, 
giving amuch more charming at- 
mosphere than more elaborate and 
ornate houses. The  mezzanino 
floor is occupied by. small foyer 
lounges for dress circle patrons, 
and by the cafe. 

It is pleasing that a cinema of 
such exquisite design should spring 
up in our midst, and it is a credit 
to the designers and architects, 
and the China Entertainment and 
Land Investment Company are to 
be congratulated upon their initia- 
tive and.enterprise. 

The theatre will provide another 
welcome source of entertainment 
for Hongkong motion picture 
patrons. First release Paramount, 
Fox and British pictures will be 
shown at the Oriental Theatre, the 
initial picture being Paramount’s 
“One Hour With You", starring 
Maurice Chevalier and Jeanette 
MacDonald. This picture, which 
commences a season on Sunday 
next, will be run concurrently at 
the King’s and Oriental Theatres.

DRUIDISM 


INTERESTING ADDRESS TO 
THEOSOPHISTS 


ON 


“Druidism” was the subject of 
an interesting lecture given by Mr. 
W. C. Felshow at the weekly. mect- 
ing of the Hongkong Theosophical 
Society yesterday evening. N 

The lecturer, in the course of his 
address, anid: “As students of 
comparative religion our Socicty 
Investigates and studis the beliefs 
and. creeds, ‘existing and extinct, 
as only such are able to explain to 
us the philosophy and highest as- 
pirations of the people who hold or 
profegs them. We find that the 
One Eternal cause is mostly con- 
colved of as having three aspects: 
that the true Self of Man {a believ- 
ed to be of heavenly origin: that 
there was a fall into sin, into 
matter: but that there is a Path 
of Return back to tha bosom of our 


‘| true Father. 


“To-night we shall examino the 
doctrines taught to the ancient 
Britons and other Celtic races and 
find a kind of sublime realism 
about the mystic philosophy of the 
ancient Druids, The 
thought conceived of the All as con- 
taining three great Circles ‘of 
Being, the second arising from tho 
first and the third issuing from the 
second. The first one is tho 
Eternal Cause, the limitless, 
unknowable, the absolute. This is 
“Ceugnant,” = the =~ super-celestial 
world. Next comes the. celestial 
circle “Gwynfyd", the world of 
Transparence, Light and Bliss, and 
the third Circle, ‘“Abred”, con- 
stitutes the world of evolution, the 
manifested world. The shell of 


man, our physical frame, began to- 


cae in “Abred”, The lowest 
point of this circle is “Annwn”, 
corresponding to the mineral 
world, from which the stream of 
life passes on to “Obryn", the 
vegetable kingdom, whence — it 
peregrinates into the animal world, 
“Cydfil”, to emerge again in 
“Dyndel” after having reached the 
human stage The meaning of the 
word “Abred” is traversing of 
course. ' 
The Celestial Circle. 

“And so the Divine Life, whose 
true home, as we have seen, is con- 
ceived in the celestial circle, 
“Gwynfyd” gives forth innumer- 
able sparks which sink into matter 
to obtain every kind of experience 
of both good and evil. When such 
a spark has evolved sufficientiy to 
tale a human body as an_ instru- 
ment of expression, ‘life’ and 
“death”, spirit and: matter, liberty 
and limitation are equally ba'anced 
and there arises the power of 
choice. To assume his return to 
“Gwynfyd"” man has to choose to 
range himself on the side of life, 
of light, of yood. Again and again 
will he have tareturn to the limita- 
tions of physical birth until he 
conquers his lower nature and 
triumphs over evil, darkness and 
death. Having come forth as 
sparks of the -light diving from 
“Gwynfyd” the world of Bliss, as 
pure but also unconscious entitics, 
we dipped into matter to realize, 
ourselves, to define ourselves, to 
become, through the phases of un- 
conscious life and conscious exis-. 
tence, self-conscious beings. - a 

“Sharing the Bliss of “Gwynfyd” 
before the fall into matter and into 
gin, we did it unconsciously, with- 
out any effort or knowledge on our 
part. It was necessary ‘ to 
penetrate into the dense, tho less 
plastic regions of matter to learn 
to become. “selves” capable of 
knowing and capable of being 
known. In “Abred” the world, of 
manifestations, which is not re- 
stricted to the physical plane only, 
prevail the conditions indispensable 
for building-up a self conscious in- 
In the matertal sense, 
and material only, Man, as wo 
know him, is the crown of creation. 
He is the goal where matter is 
concerned. But God is the goal 
where spirit holds sway.’ . From 
unconscious ' bliss in “Gwynfyd'’ 
life enters ona journey of con- 
scious suffering in “Abred’” to at- 
tain conscious bliss in “Gwynfyd” 
again. ; 

The Path of Return. 

“The Druidic writings des- 
cribe the world of matter as neces- 
sity and-Hmitation, as opposition, 
evil and death. But having _at- 
tained through the light of Mind 
the, power of choice, Man is able to 
exercise discriminations and create 
a self-hood of either endless pos- 
sibilities or lending’ to’ traceless 
dissolution. Being a responsible 
entity Man reaps the harvest of his 
own sowing in a previous life: he 
always receives the natural consc- 

“Thus is it seen, says Barddas, 
the Druidic writing, that the state 
of humanity is a atato of prabation 
and instruction. A man. cannot 
choose to be other than ho {s, but 
ho can choose to be better than he 
is and this is the “Path of Return”. 
We are now in a position to sca the 
rationale of the Druidic “Path of 
Return”, says D. Jeffrey Williams, 
a profound student of the Bardic 
Philosophy. “Onc of the most out- 
atanding truths in Druldism and 
one that is strongly emphasised, {8 
that the world of reality is the 
world of Hght from which. all 
things must return..

NEW RECLAMATION 
YACHT CLUB WATERFRONT 
TO BE FILLED IN 


Costing approximately $355,000 
to construct, the remaining sec- 
tion of the new Shaukiwan Road, 
between Causeway Bay and Ming 
Yuen Gardens, has been well. ad- 
vanced, and the workers have now 
reached that. stage where the cut- 
ting through of a spur of a hill 
Is necessary, 

The yoad, 100 feet in width will 
provide a main arterial road from 
Causeway’ Bay to Shaukiwan, and 
will cut out the present narrow 
and dangerous roadway between 
Whitfield and Ming Yuen Gar- 
dens past the A.V.C. installations. 

Enquiries | yesterday  clicited 
from the Public Works Degart- 
ment the information that the 
rubble from the hill, near the 
Electric Company's quarters, 
which is being cut away, is being 
utilised to reclaim the seafront 
extending from the Hongkong 


Electric reclamation to the A.P.C, 


reclamation. There will be more 
than enough rubble from the hill, 
which is over fifty feet in height, 
to fill in the whole of the area, and 
the first step in this direction will 
be to fill in a breakwater between 
the two points. 

In order that-the Hongkong 
Yacht Club may enjoy the use of 
their present site as long as possi- 
ble arrangements have been made 
to leave a section of the proposed 
‘area to be reclaimed open until 
the whole of the rest has been fill- 
ed in.

After quoting Jegal authorities on 
the subject, Mr. Lo went on to say 
that it was quite clear that tho 
contents of the account books 
could never prejudice defendant, 
and therefore he desired his 
Worship to wipe them completely 
from his mind, in considering the 
evidence offered in the cnse. 

Dealing with the charges. Mr. Le

OPEN VERDICT. 


' INQUIRY INTO DEATH OF 
OLD MAN ' 


Sitting us Coroner at the Kow- 
Joon Magistracy yesterday, Mr. 
Fraser enquired into the death of 
Chan Wat-kuen, 62 years, who 
died of x ruptured spleen and 
haemorrhage on June 9. i 

The jury, consisting of Messrs. 
Brainsfield (foreman), H. Dreyer 
and T,. J.“ Draper, returned an 
open verdict. 

Mr. Fraser said Chan lived with 
his son at No. 16, Portinnd Street, 
and was his habit to have wine 
with meals. It appeared that 
after drinking a little, he would 
become religious, and his neigh- 
bours described his condition ns 
one in which he “worshipped the 
yoda,” 

On the night before his death, 
Chan had dinner In his son's house 
and, wine with his meal, After 
dinner, he went to bed, but later 
in the night, he took x pillow and 
na blanket and to spend the night 
in the street. Later he was seen 
‘in the street brandishing a long 
pole, 

Hearing the commotion, the son 
rashed downstairs and ‘found his 
father in a weak condition. The 
old man was unable to stand up, 
but recovered sufficiently a few 
minutes Jater to be taken into’ the 
house, His son rubbed his stomach 
and did everything he could for 
him, but the old man died. ! 

Medical evidence declared Chan 
had fractured three rivs in addi- 
tion to the other injuries. 

Chan Wai-keung, son, said he 
heard his. father grumbling about 
the food he had eaten that night. 
No one in the horse spoke to his 
father, 

About 4 a.m. his father grum- 
bled about the heat and went out 
into the street. About a quarter 
of an hour later Chan heard his 
father ‘shouting, “Someone — is 
killing me!’ ‘Then other voices 
said, “Kill him! Kill him!’ He 
ran to the street, and found his 
father sitting on the pavement. 
He saw five or six men running 
into house No, 14. After helping 
his. father into the house, he went 
to No, 14 and asked the people 
there why they had assaulted his 
father, ' ‘ 

Evidence was also given by some 
fokis of house No. 14. All said 
they did not know anything about 
the affair and denied having as- 
saulted the old man.

TO RESUME OPERATIONS ON

The management of the Commervial 
Press has secured a new building on 
Burldll Road, in Shanghai, to serve 
as its printing plant, and another 
building on Avenue Road which will 
bo used for block-making, :

The scheme ‘has been in opera, 
tion fer some time, and the Irish 
Government has taken shops and 
sciveri displays of Trish goods of all 
kinds from end to end of Great 
Britain, 


Exhibitions are in progress at 
Aldershot in connexion with — the 
Horse Show, — and at Sheffield, 
where the Empire Marketing 
Board shop has been taken for a 
fortnight and an intensive push is 
being carried out. 


These displays follow others at 
Glasgow, Manchester, Liverpool, 
and Leicester, nnd as near London 
aus Westcliff. The time chosen, 
when possible, fits in with indtus- 
trial and other fairs in order ‘that 
new customors muy be’ obtained 
‘more readily. 


The goods on display are, of 
principally agricultural, 
and small simples only are sold in 
order not to interfere with local 
retailers. 


The new “drive" is under the 
direct supervision of the Free 
Stale Commissioner, who has made 
visits to most of the shop during 
their tenure by the Free State in 


his effort to extend the isk mar- 
kets.

Dublin, July 28. 
The growing uneasiness in 
Ireland at recent develop- 
ments and of the possible re- 
percussions, are indicated by 
the fact that property to the 
value of over £1,000,000 has 
been insured in the last few 
days against the risk of riot 
‘and civil commotion in the 
coming winter. 
It is also’ signifivent that the 
premiums in many instances 
have been doubled. 


A deputation of thirty-nine re- 
presentatives of the gas industry 
called upon the Free State Govern- 
ment to-day and’ appealed to be 
allowed to import ‘British coal 
duty free, or there would be no 
alternative to an increase in the 
price of ‘gas,

up to midnight yesterday.

British Statement 
at Ottawa 


London, July 28. 

; The United Kingdom delega- 
tion at Ottawa has presented to 
Mr. R. B. Bennett, as President 
of the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference, a supplementary state- 
ment containing trade figures 
between Britain and the Do- 
minions and India, with observa- 
tions thereon which it is hoped 
will assist the work of the Con. 
ference. 


_The statement contains 0 sta- 
tistical table which shows how 
preference for Empire products 
has been increased by the recent 
tarift legislation and points out 
that the proportion of Dominion 
exports still enjoying free entry 
in some cases exceeds 90 per cent. 
and only falls appreciably below 
in the cuse of British India. The 
fact that 37 per cent. of the im- 
.ports from India are dutiable is 
accounted for by the duty on tea, 
on which India enjoys a very 
valuable preference. 


A. CONTRAST. 


By way of contrast, since Bri- 
tain’s change of fiscal policy only 
30 per cent. of her foreign im- 
ports are. admitted free. In the 
case of imports from the United 
Kingdom into the four principal 
Dominions, there is to-day prac- 
tically no free entry, and duty 
or tax is charged on almost all 
goods. The preference accorded 
by the United Kingdom is in the 
form of total remission of duties 
payable by foreign goods, - 


A further table in the statement 
shows that the visible trade 
balance in favour of the Do- 
minions ix nearly  £100,000,000, 
and that during 1930 imports into 
the Dominions from foreign coun- 
tries were nearly £360,000,000.

The declarer's proper play is 
the ace of spades, West plays the 
jack and the: declarer then leads 
a small spade which West is fore- 
ed to win with the king. West 
cannot lead another heart or the 
declarer will discard a diamond 
from dummy und trump in his 
own hand. This would allow the 
dechurer to later ruff a diamond 
with the cight of trump in dummy, 
The best play is for West to lend 
the seven of diamonds — through 
dummy’s ace hoping to knock out 
dummy's only entry, but dummy 
plays small forcing East's queen 
which the declarer won with, the 
king. The queen of spades. was 
then led by declarer, picking up 
the nine of spades in ‘the Wast 
hand. Declarer now led a smal! 
diamond, winning in the- dummy 
with the ace, and led the jack of 
clubs from dummy,. taking the 
finesse and thereby Winning all of 
the rest of the tricks. This gives 
him four odd. 


If he had incorrectly led to his 
ace of diamonds and taken the 
spade finesse, contract would 
have been dofealed severa) tricks.

DESIGNER OF NILE DAM 
AT ASSUAN 


: . Cairo, July 28, 
Tho death occurred to-day of 
Sir William Willcocks, celebrated 
irrigation ongincer.—Reuter. 

Sir William Willeocka was born 
in India in 1862 and was educated 
at Roorkeo College there. From 
1872 to 1883 he waa engaged in 
the Indian Public Works Depart- 
ment, jn which he obtained varied 
experlénce in civil engincering. 
In 1883 he transferred to the 
Egyptian Public Works Depart- 
ment. His most notable achieve- 
ment there was tho designing and 
construction of the Nilo dam at 
Assuan for the irrigation of the 
adjacent regions. For. this he 
was awarded tho C.M.G, in 1898 
and was knighted (K.C.M.G.) in 
1902, 

His most important undertaking, 
however, was the irrigation of 
Mesopotamia which was begun In 
1911. The area dealt with waa 
3,600,000 acres and the estimated 
cost £26,195,000. : 

‘His long sojourn in the Enst 
had led him to prefer life there 
to braving the climate of England 
and after his retirement he lived 
at Cairo. In 1921, he was tried 
before the Supreme Consular 
Court of Egypt on a charge of aedi- 
tion and criminal libel in respect of 
statements which he had made im- 
pugning the trustworthiness of the 
data concerning the Nile irriga- 
tion’ published by Sir Murdoch 
MacDonald, adviser of the Egyp- 
tian Ministry of Public Works. He 
was bound over to be of goad be- 
haviour for a year. 

At Cairo he visited the hospital 
every day and gave a course of 
Coue treatment to the patients. 
Ife also spent much time in trans- 
lating the Bible and other books 
into colloquin) Egyptian-Arabic. 
During recent years he gave away 
thousands of his translations and 
nublished books on elementary 
Coue-ism, 

Among his works are “Egyptian 
Trrigation” (1889), “The Irrigation 
of Mesopotamia” (1905) and 
“From the Garden of Eden to the 
Crossing of the Jordan” (1918),

| Phe need for reform has long been 
apparent. There has been far too 
much overlapping of authority -and 
' pesponsibility between the two De- 
partments.” If Dr. Wellington’s 
' scheme is put into effect, the result, 
"spenking generally, should be all to 
the gvod. Opinions may differ on 
some aspects of the report, but, in 
the main, the. recommendations 
would appear to be very soundly 
based. At the moment, we do not, 
intend touching more than one as- 
pect of the question, namely, the 
rsuggested continuance of the prac- 
fies of having a Catet Olfieer as 
Mead of the Sanitary Department. 

Jn most up-to-date cities, as Dr. 
Wellington points out, the head of 
the sanitary services is the 
Municipal Engineer, a qualified 
technical man. But here in Hong- 
kong, because of the desire‘on the 
part of certain Chinese for a 
buffer to be interposed between 
them and the professional 
hygienist, it is recommended that 
until public opinion has become 
more educated on mutters. of 
hygiene and sanitation, the post 
should continue to be held by a 
Cadet Officcr, who is. a Chinese 
scholar. Here we encounter the old 
question of “Chinese susceptibili- 
ties.” To be porfectly frank, wo 
ennnat help feeling it is high timo 
(the Colony weaned {taolf from this

As we sco the matter, the public 
avill'only become enlightencd on 
health questions by being required 
to conform to certain fixed 
standards. The idea that the 
authorities must be careful to go 
slowly and not -to upset certain 
sections of the community by re- 
forms which may be considered too 
drastic, fs one which should be 
‘relegated definitely to the past. We 
are living in modern times, and 
British rule has been cstablished 
sufficiently long In this Colony to 
‘warrant the enforcement of modern 
methods in dealing with health pro- 
blems. Why, after all, should 
there be any renson for interposing 
a buffer between certain sections 


of the community and the profes-, 


sional hygienist? One could - .un- 
derstand the argument if the latter 
were a crank, invested with 
autocratic powers; but it is' surely 
possible to, operate the laws on 
hygiene in a rensonable spirit with 
n qualified man as Head of the 
Sanitary Department. We know 
of no other sphere of Government 
activity in which there is greater 
need for a technical man to be in 
charge. oY 

The mere fact that a Government 
official is a Cadet ‘and a Chinese 
scholar is of itself no guarantee of 


his fitness to act as Head of the. 


Sanitary Department. Experience 
has again and again shown that 
such officers have no practical 
knowledge of the subjects with 
which the Department deals, In 
the circumstances, they are, at the 
most, figure-heads. If it 
comes to a question of tactfulness 
in relation to the Chinese com- 
munity, there is no ground what- 
ever for thinking that a Cadet 
Officer is more likely to regard the 
niceties of a situation than an ex- 
pert sanitarian would. Recent 
Sanitary Board mectinga suggest 
rather the reverse. The point to 
be stressed is that the - expert is 
likely to be just us amenable to 
reason as. the layman; probably 
more so, sinee he would under- 


mere 


stand to the full the implications’ 


of any particular policy. Above 
all, no H.S.D. would be a law unta 
himself; he would be subject to 
control. There could therefore be 
little danger of Chinese’ sus: 
ceptibilities” being wounded, In 


matters of public health, there can 


be no compromising oti’ essentials. 


People who live in this Colony must 
learn to obey the rules and regula- 
tions which are devised in the 
general interests of the community, 
To whittle down these require- 
ments, or to refrain from putting 
sound laws into force because some 
people may not.like them, is to stay 
the hand of progress. What this 
Calony necds is a vigorous health 
policy, directed by men who know 
their business,

francs a year for their upkecp, 
This in turn means that each 
man, woman and child pays more 
than 2,000 frances a year, Con- 
tinuing: this deduction, M. Forest 
States that on this basis the tax- 
payers work‘one day out of every 
three for the Stale—in the United 
States, according to figures “re- 
cently quoted by President Hoo- 
ver, it Is one day out of every six 
—and that if the present trend 
continues, cach inhabitant — will 
soon have to work every other 
day for the State. Carrying this 
idea to its conclusion, it is not 
impossible that sooner or later 
everyone might be working every 
day for the State. This through 
the creation of more and | more 
State jobs, the State would have 
to take over tho functions of pri-| 
vate business and in the end 
would find {tself running every- 
thing and paying each inhabitant 


daily wage. Such no State!

JN A WORLD surcharged with 
, crisis, the British Empire 

approaches its supreme 
hour.’ Yet the world-setting is in 
some aspects not prejudicial to 
the prospects of the Conference at 
Ottawa. The miseries and mis- 
fortunes which mankind is at pre- 
sent enduring have had the effect 
of drawing closer together tlic 
British people throughout the 
world. In their. anxicties they 
have been secking more frequent 
counsel with each other and deriv- 
ing comfort from mutual sympathy 
and support. : 

From this point of view, even 
the departure of the Mother Coun- 
try from the Gold Standard has 
not been without its advantages. 
In its frat results it made it easier 
for the debtor Dominions to meet 
their obligations and, in its later 
phases, it has revealed a power 
and strength in British aterling 
Sufficient to encourage the hope 
that a common currency policy, 
based on_ sterling, may save 
the empire from some — of 
the worst of — the — world’s 
Monetary troubles, Now, there- 
fore, when the Teading are 
presentitives of, our race from all 
thejends of the earth and from all 
the quarters of the seag are at 
Qtlawa, they meet in conditions 
Which invest a kusting Imperial 
policy with a fresh meaning: and 
4 new insistence, :

With the advent of au tariff we 
immediately got rid of euch cavil; 
for one of the first acts of the . 
National Government wag to de- 
clare that all the nations of the 
British Empire would be free 
from the Import Duties which 
were in proceas of being erected 
in our markets against foreign 
goods. This concession was made 
operative until November 15 of 
this year, but ita whole intention 
is to bring about a system of freer 
trade within the Empire and, in- 
deed, a8 close an approximation a3 
can be devised to Free Trade 
within the British Commonwealth. 

No area in the world {8 ao well 
designed a8 that of the British 
Empire for sustiining under re- 
ciprocal trading arrangements the 
populations which inhabit the 
various countries within its bor-' 
ders. It is so rich in all the spro- 
ducts necessary for the mainten- 
ance of modern civilisation that 
it can be described with almost 
complete accuracy a8 self-suatain- 
ing. ‘ : 

At the present time the stage 
of development of most of the 
Dominions is such that their in; 
dustries arc, in the main, comple- 
mentary to those of the Mother 
Country, which offers her manu- 
factured goods in exchange for 
the food and raw materiala which 
the Dominions and Colonies pro- 
duce. 

We. must not, however, yet into: 
the way of thinking that these 
conditions will continue for ever, 
or even for long, There in oa 
natural desire in growing com- 
munities to embark upon the 
secondary industries as a supple- 
‘ment to Lhose of primary produc- 
tion. Already in Canada- this 
movement has gone to great. 
lengths, and her example will 
doubtless be followed in Australia 
ind New Zealand and South 
Africa. 

* * id 

Taking the long view, therefore, 
Ave must design our policy so as to 
meet the necessities of the  ad- 
Vancing times. : 

We have. built up in this country 
an artificial civilisation with more 
people to the square mile than in - 
any other white country and with 
fewer of the metung necessary to 
sustain the life of our congested 
population than in any other 
nation, Such an organisation is 
perilled upon the continuance of 
undeveloped regions “ which will 
be content to tuke our manufac- 
tured goods and thus afford em- 
ployment to our people. 

We must now envisage a steady 
contraction of. such areas and must 
plan so that under Government 
tuspices there shall be a gradual 
transfer of our population -to the 
areas within the British Common- 
wealth where secondary industries 
are gradually springing up. Bri- 
tish- industrialists, indeed, in my 
view, should begin ‘now to 
establish branches of their orga- 
nisations in suitable places in the 
Dominions and by arrangement 
with the Dominion Governments, 
transfer not merely plant, ‘but 
personnel to their new’ sphere of 
action. In ‘this way the popula- 
tion of the British Commonwealth 
will receive & better distribution 
and the development of its terri- 
tories will gain a new impetus, 
While such schemes will take time 
to develop, we ought not to delay 
in making plang-for many years 
ahead. : 

The Conference at Ottawa [ 
conceive to be a meeting-place, not 
so much for working out the de- - 
tails of tariffs—although the more 
that can be accomplished in this” 
way the better—as for Inying the 
foundations of a great Imperial 
structure which only the genera- 
tions to come will sce in anything 
like’ a complete form. The time 
al the disposal of the Conference 
is too short to.allow of detailed

FUND LAPSES. 


Meanwhile, the availability of 
the $100,000 fund, passed by Con- 
gress and approted by President 
Hoover, for transporting — the 
Ronus Army personnel to their 
home States, expired ‘officially on 
July 20. -Large numbers took the 
opportunity presented and’ left 
Washington, but thousands remnain- 
ed and, .under the terms af the 
grant, they are no longer entitled 
to these transport facilities. 


It, is estimated that ahout 
10,000 still remain in the erpital 
and with the forcible removal 
threatened if they have not de- 
parted yoluntarily by Thursday 
next, the serious developments 
of to-day may be repeated ona 
more alarming seale. 


DANGEROUS POSSIBILITIES 


Leaders have already said that 
they will not budge. but . have 
viven instructions that: the 
veterans are to remain — entirely 
passive if they are dispossessed 
of their tents, kitchens, ete.

BE INVITED TO 
1933 GAMES 


A special conference of. “Sport- 
intern”--the Bolshevik games in- 
ternational attached to Moscow's 
Communist . International Com- 
miltee—circulates a remarkable | 
order to “revolutionnry — organiza- 
tions in capitalist countries.” 

They are to prepare 100,000 
foreign sportsmen to pass an. ex- 
amination entitling them to a cer- 
tifieate known as “Ready for Class 
War" in time for the Spartakiade. 
or anti-Olympic Games, to be held 
in Moscow in July, 1933. 

Two million Russian athletes. 
must meanwhile win. a similar 
certificate, enlled = "Ready, for 
Labour and Defence.” 

The tests include throwing hand 
srrenadeg and sprinting 100 metres, 
and then reeiting the “Red Cate- . 
chism.” : 

Ten million Russians and o mil- 
lion foreigners must be trained by 
July, 1983, but not up to thla high 
examination standard, 

SINISTER LOS ANCELES.

therefore seem essential—as the 
Ilouse of Commons at Ottawa has 
already indicated—to institute and 
stabilise a currency for the Em- 
pire. Doubtless, the basis of any 
such currency would be sterling. 


Such 2 system would not neces- 
sitnte that all the currencies of 
the Empire should be on a par. 
with sterling; they could be ‘in 
any relation you liked to sterling, 
Whether at a discount or at a 
premium. The important thing is 
that they should bear a stable 
relation to sterling and that this 
thould be muintained. If Buch an 
arrangement were resolved upon, 
there are well-known methods by 
which, such stability’ could be 
ensured, in the same way ag it is 
Maintained to-day between — ster- 
ing and the currencies of places 
do diverse as Egypt, Irak and 
several of the Crown Colonies. 

The influence of sterling in the 
trade of the world has already 
been sufficiently = demonstrated 
during the Inst féw months to 
make it certain that there will be 
no difficulty in conducting the 
whole business of the Empire, 
upon a sterling basis, or even of 
compelling, if that were necessary 
un ultimate ‘arrangement with 
Gold-Standard * countries. It 
Would, as a matter of fact, be 
necessary in setting up an Empire 
currency system to keep in mind 
that « considerable number of 
other countries would be certain 
lo attuch themselves to the ster- 
ling area, thus increasing the 
power and efficiency of the British 
Empire Exchange. 

Here, indced, ia ono .of the 
spheres in which the nations of 
the British Commonwealth, by 
the policy that’ they adopt at 
Ottawa, may give .n beneficent 
lend to the world.

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| ORIENTAL’ THEATRE 


ARTISTIC BEAUTY OF NEW 
CINEMA HOUSE 


The artistic exterior and interior 
beauty of tho Oriental Theatre ao 
Wanchal, to open on Sunday, ranks 
{t as ong of the best theatres in the 
Colony. In feature and - design 
the building serves to illustrate the 
romarkablo advances mado in re- 
cent years in the modern treatment 

f decoration. : 

: The general scheme of interior 
decoration is mainly superimposed 
panels in plaster, and seml-rough 
plastic walls, which - is apparently 
the trend of treatment for humid 
climates such as experienced in 
Hongkong. ‘The colouring general- 
ly is of soft beiges, fawns and light 
browns, A particularly pleasing 
light fawn effect meets the  cyc, 
and tho darker shades predominate 
the relief plastic mouldings and 
fancy. work. 

‘The walls are finished in a soft 
brown, superimposed by silver, and 
the proscenium is somewhat plain 
compared to the balance of the 
theatre, being cast in the now 
familiar three to four straight line 
pillars, sloping screenwards. The 
top plaster ornaments are in 

| various thicknesses, throwing the 
whole of the frame forward. Colour 
is not in abundance here, a8 is 
usual with proscenium arches. 


Lighting Effects. 


The lighting effects are both 
pleasing and novel. Concealed 
electric bulbs behind cone shaped 
globes throw a soft light over the 
auditorium, while high up in the 
lofty. ceiling concealed lights assist 
in the general illumination. 

The dress circle is elongated and. 
ig an improvement, being greater 
in slope towards the back of the 
theatre, allowingg more air space 
The seating 
capacity of hoth stalls and ‘dress 
circle, incidentally, is greater than 
any other theatre in the Colony. 
Several ‘exits are provided from the 
‘dress circle, and the main entrance 
is by two wide stairways, thickly 
carpeted, leading up from the 


‘Tlounge:room and lobby below. A 


small cafe, leading into the dress 
circle lounge, is a Welcome innova- 
tion in motion picture theatrical 
design, and should prove popular, 

Seating accommodation in the 
stalls and dress circle is liberal, 
and although the seats have the 
familiar wooden “hot weather” 
appearance so noticeable with local 
theatres, they are in reality most 
comfortable. : 

The lofty ceiling is squared off 
and finished in a tasteful light 
beige, the relief ornaments being 
picked out in various colours. 
Ventilation is more than adequate, 
and the cooling system is provided 
by innumerable fans. 


Sedate Appearance. 


The pal entrance and the 
marble 's give the theatre moro. 
of u sedate and solid appearance, 
giving amuch more charming at- 
mosphere than more claborate and 
ornate houses. The mezzanine 
floor is occupied by small ‘foyer 
lounges for dress circle patrons, 
and by the cafe. 

It is pleasing that a cinema of 
such exquisite design should spring 
up in our midst, and it is a credit 
‘to the designers and architects, 
and the China Entertainment and 
Land Investment Company are to 
be congratulated upon their initla- 
tive and enterprise. 

‘The theatre will provide, another 
welcome source of entertainment 
for Hongkong motion picture 
patrons. First release Paramount, 
Fox and British pictures will -be 
shown at the Oriental Theatre, the 
initial picture being Paramount’s 
“One Hour With You”, starring 
Maurice Chevalier and Jeanctte 
MacDonald. This picture, which 
commences a season on Sunday 
next, will be run concurrently at 
the King's and Oriental Theatres.

THEOSOPHISTS i

“Druidism” was the subject. of 
an interesting lecture given by, Mr. 
W. C. Felshow at the weekly mect- 
ing of the Hongkong Theosophical 
Society yesterday evening. 

The lecturer, in the course of his 
address, gaid: “As students of 
comparative religion our Society 
investigates and studis the beliefs 
and creeds, existing and extinct, 
ag only such are able to explain to 
us the philosophy and highest os- 
pirations of the people who hold or 
profess them, .We find that tho 
One Eternal cause is mostly con- 
celved of as-having three aspects: 
that the truce. Self of Man fa believ- 
ed to be of heavenly origin: that 
there was a fall into sin, into 
matter: but that there is a’ Path 
of Return back to the bosom of our 
true Father, ‘ 

“To-night we shall examine the 
doctrines taught. to the ancient 
Britons and other Celtic races and 
find a kind ‘of sublime realism 
about the mystic philosophy of the 
ancient Druids. The  Bardic’ 
thought conceived of the All as con- 
taining three great Circles of 
Being, the sccond arising from the 
first and the third issuing from the 
second. The first one is 
Eternal Cauge, the limitless, the 
unknowable, the absolute. This is 
“Ceugnant,” the —super-celestial 
world. Next comes the celestial 
circle “Gwynfyd”, the world of 
Transparence, Light and Bliss, and 
the third Circle, ‘“Abred”,° con- 
stitutes the world of evolution, the 
manifested world. The shell of 
man, our physical frame, began to, 
evolve ‘in “Abred”. The lowest 
point of this cirele is “Annwn", 
corresponding to the mineral 
world, from which the stream of

When such 
a spark hag evolved sufficiently to 
take . human body ag an_ instri- 
ment of expression, “life” and 
“death”, spirit and matter, liberty 
and limitation are equally bacanced 
and there arises the power of 
choice. To assume his return to 
“Gwynfyd”. man has to choose to 
range himself on the side of life, 
of light, of good.

BRIBERY CHARGES 


The case against Mirza Khan, 
charged with uccepting bribes from 
a shopkeeper at 11, Sal Street, 
closed before Mr, Schofield at the 

. Central Mayistracy yesterday 
afternoon, the defendant being 
acquitted after alengthy address by 
Mr. M. K. Lo in his behalf, 

Mr. Lo contended that any 
alteration or falsity in uccount 
books displaying the allesed pay- 
ments, and which belonged not to 
the defendant but to the shopkeeper 
who was now the principal witness 
against him, was not admissible 
against the defendant. The con- 
trary ruling, he said, would obtain 
whore a man could say he made the 
notes at the time and desired to 
refer to them in order to recall ex- 
actly what happened, He would in 
that case be allowed by law to re- 
fresh his mind. 

‘After quoting Jegal authorities on 
the subject, Mr. Lo went 6n to say 
that it was quite clear that the 
‘contents of the account books 
could never prejudice defendant, 
ard therefore he desired his 
Worship to wipe them completely 
from his mind, in considering: the 
evidence offered in the case. 

Dealing with the charges, Mr. Lo 
commented that if it was an aence 
to accept a bribe it was equally an 
offence under another section to 
offer a bribe, and consequently the 
shopkeepers was pirty te the of- 
fence and equally accountable to 
the law. Mis evidence came in for 
close serutiny, and Mr. La sub- 
mitted that, this was further desir- 
able since in his opinion it lacked 
Proper corroboration, 

Dealing with the evidence, Mr. 
Lo remarked that) the shopkeeper 
must have realised that the pay. 
ments he said he had made to the 
defendant must be ineflectnal since 
the defendant wag not. the only 
policeman oh the beat and he could 
not have prevented the others fram 
summoning the shopkeeper for 
obstruction,

‘OPEN VERDICT. 


INQUIRY INTO DEATH OF 
OLD MAN 


Sitting as Coroner at the Kow- 
loon Magistracy yesterday, Mr. 
Fraser enquired into the death of 
Chan Wal-kuen; 62 years, who 
died of a ruptured spleen and 
hacmorrhnge on June'9. 

The jury, consisting of Messrs, 
Brainsfield (foreman), H. Dreyer 
and T. J. Draper, returned tn 
open verdict. 

Mr. Fraser said Chan lived with 
his son at No, 16, Portland Stroct, 
and was his habit to have wine 
with meals, It appeared that 
after drihking a Nttle, he would 
become religious, and his neigh- 
bours described his condition -as 
one in which. he “worshipped the 
gods.” 

On the night before his death, 
Chan had dinner in his son’s house 
and wine with his meal. After 
dinner, he went to bed, but later 
in the night, he took a pillow and 
a blanket and to spend the night 
in the street. Later he was scen 
in the street brandishing a long 
pole. ; : 

Hering the commotion, the son 
rushed downstairs and found his 
father jn a weak condition. The 
old man wns unable to stand up, 
but. recovered sufficiently a few 
minutes Inter to be taken into the 
house. His son rubbed his stomach 
und did everything he could for 
him, but the old man died, 

Medical evidence declared Chan 
had fractured three ribs in addi- 
tion to the other injuries. 

Chan Wai-keung, son, said he 
heard his. father-grumbling about 
the food he had eaten that night, 
No one in the house spoke to his 
father. 

About 4 want, his father erum- 
bled about the beat and went out 
into the street. About a quarter 
of an hour later Chan heard his 
father shouting, “Someone — ix 
Killing me!’ ‘Then other voices 
said, “SSM him! Kill him!’ He 
ran to the street, and found his 
futher sitting on the pavement. 
Ile saw five or six men runnings 
into. house No. 14. After helping 
his father into the house, he went 
to No. 14 and asked the people 
there why they had assaulted his 
father. 

Rvidence was also given by some 
fokis of house No. 1 All said 
they did not knaw anything about 
the affair and denied having as- 
saulted the old man, -

: Vienna, July 1. 

Foreign diplomats, dancing ata 
country club at Lainz, on the out- 
skirta of Vienna, were among a 
number of people injured by Nazi 
rowdies Inte last night. 

A panic. ensued when about 
fifty young men armed with aticks 
and horse whips burat upon the 
terrace-where members and guests 
of the club were cating or dancing, 
The intruders laid about them 
with a will among the defenceloss 
guests, using bottles, glasses, and 
plates as missiles, and emashing 
windows, 


The seven persons who suffered, 


serious injury included the Ru- 
manian Minister to Austria, whom 
the Nazi rowdier kicked down the 
terrace steps. 

The Nazis dispersed when the 
Reeretary of the club fired a re- 
volver shot into the air, : 

The excuse for the outrage was 
apparently the .refusal of club 
servants to serve beer to three of 
the band of Nazis, who appear to 
have been under the impression 
that they were attacking 2 party 
of rich Jews, ;
